Tuition,  board  raised  $850

In  order  for  Saint  Joseph’s 
College  to  meet  its  costs,  the 
Board  ofTrustees  authorized 
an  overall  8.3  percent  price 
increase  for  the  1989-90 
academic  year. 

This  $850  total  increase 
will  cause  tuition  to  go  up  by 
$690  to  $7,650  and  cause  a 
$  1 60  room  &  board  increase, 
bringing  the  total  package 
price  to  $1 1 , 130. 

According  to  James 
Thatcher,  vice  president  for 
business  affairs  and  treas¬ 
urer  of  the  board.  “The  bulk 
of  the  money  is  going  into 
areas  of  additional  compen¬ 
sation  for  faculty  and  staff.  A 
portion  of  that  money  is  going 
for  increased  student  aid." 

Thatcher  does  not  believe 
a  built-in  stabilizer  that  would 
equal  the  inflationary  rate  for 
a  given  period  should  be 
implemented.  “Colleges  and 


universities  are  a  separate 
market  (and)  experience  price 
increases  that  may  be  sub¬ 
stantially  above  the  inflation¬ 
ary  rate.” 

In  support  of  this, 
Thatcher  cited  mergers 
among  publishing  companies 
that  have  made  the  market 
less  competitive,  therefore, 
raising  the  cost  of  maintain¬ 
ing  college  libraries  above  the 
inflation  rate. 

Without  the  Increase,  SJC 
“could  not  continue  its  qual¬ 
ity  education,"  said  Thatcher. 
Also,  since  there  are  fewer 
and  fewer  professors  with 
doctorates  entering  the  mar¬ 
ket  and  more  approaching 
retirement  age,  colleges  are 
competing  strongly  with  each 
other  for  good  personnel  and 
salaries  are  increasing, 
Thatcher  remarked. 

When  the  College  Board 
of  Trustee  raises  the  price  of 
tuition  and  board,  its  mem¬ 
bers  “try  and  strike  a  balance 


between  the  needs  of  the 
institution  and  the  impact  on 
students,"Thatchersaid.  “We 
don’t  want  to  run  the  cost  of 
education  out  of  the  students’ 
reach." 

SJC’s  total  budget  is 
approximately  $  12  million  per 
year.  Thatcher  estimated 
that  the  increase  will  raise 
$1,144,000  additional  capi¬ 
tal. 

“We’re  pretty  much  in  the 
mid-range  for  private  Catho¬ 
lic  institutions  in  the  state," 
said  Thatcher.  He  added  that 
Saint  Joseph’s  is  currently 
1  Oth  in  the  state  among  small 
colleges  and  universities  as 
far  as  tuition  prices  go. 

Even  with  the  price  in¬ 
crease,  Thatcher  pointed 
out,  SJC  still  falls  short  of 
the  $415,840  in  additional 
funding  requested  among  the 
four  vice  presidents  and  ath¬ 
letic  department  for  1989- 
90.  Only  $175,000  was 
granted.

To  the  Editor: 

As  I  arrived  on  campus  for 
my  first  day  of  many  at  SJC. 

I  was  impressed  by  the  struc¬ 
ture  of  my  new  home:  Merlini 
Hall. 

I  entered  my  room  and 
began  to  decorate  the  place 
with  my  roommate.  As  we 
hung  up  our  posters  and 
pictures,  we  both  noticed 
cracks  and  holes  in  the  walls. 
We  also  wondered  what  the 
hell  changed  our  once  white 
curtains  to  a  partial  brown 
color.  As  the  semester  went 
on  I  encountered  some  more 
problems  with  my  new  home, 
such  as  leaks,  awful  heating 
devices  and  problems  with 
the  bathrooms. 

The  main  problem  with 
my  new  home  is  the  leaks 
that  have  fallen  upon  the 
dorm.  The  worst  leak  is  on 
the  second  floor  and  has  been 
continuous  for  a  year-and-a- 
half  now.  The  leak  is  in  the 
hallway,  and,  when  it  rains, 
the  leak  fills  up  a  large  gar¬ 
bage  can.  After  it  rains,  the 
carpet  mildews,  and  its 
stench  covers  the  whole  wing. 
A  second  leak  is  directly 
across  from  the  main  leak  in 
twoyoungmen's  room ,  which 
has  persisted  in  troubling  the 
two  for  two  months  now.

Students  cover  'Ledge'  printing  costs 
after  administration  triples  copier  fee

Multiple  student  dona¬ 
tions  financed  the  most  re¬ 
cent  Issue  of  a  controversial 
campus  publication,  after 
college  administrators  said 
student  publishers  could  not 
use  college  copiers  at  low  cost, 
"local  rates". 

First  printed  In  late  Feb¬ 
ruary,  "Sand  Chose-Up’s  Cow 
Ledge”  has  drawn  attention 
and  criticism  for  its  outspo¬ 
ken,  sometimes  profane 
material  and  barbs  against 
campus  personnel. 

In  a  meeting  last  week 
with  computer  service  super¬ 
visors  and  Academic  Dean 
John  Nichols,  "Ledge"  pub¬ 
lishers  were  told  the  paper 
could  only  be  printed  at 
"outsider"  copying  rates  — 
some  three  times  the  rate 
usually  charged  students. 
"Ledge"  was  also  denied  a 
"login  account,"  or  access  to 
the  computer  network  under 
the  group  alias  "Ledge". 

According  to  the  chief  edi¬ 
tor  of  "Ledge",  who  writes 
under  the  pseudonym 
"BOB",  the  official  explana¬ 
tion  for  this  modification  was 
to  Insure  the  College  has  no 
direct  association  with  the 
paper  and  is  therefore  not 
liable.  Asked  if  he  felt  the  fee 
change  was  a  direct  result  of 
dislike  towards  the  paper, 
"BOB"  replied,  “Not  exactly, 
but  they  knew  it  wouldn’t 
help  us  any." 

While  the  costs  for  the  first 
three  "Ledge"  issues  was  ap¬ 
proximately  $45  each,  the 
price  would  rise  to  over  $  1 50 
per  Issue  if  “Ledge"  were  to 


continue  on  with  the  school 
Xerox.  “Ledge"  is  planning  to 
use  an  off-campus  printer  at 
the  price  of  $89  per  issue. 

“Ledge"  financed  its  last 
issue  by  asking  for  donations 
from  students.  “BOB"  said 
almost  every  student  he  ap¬ 
proached  had  something  to 
donate.  In  addition  to  other 
contributions,  8,7 17  pennies 
--  weighing  some  60  pounds 
—were  received  and  trans¬ 
ported  in  a  Playmate  cooler 
to  the  bank  to  be  counted. 
Further  issues  will  be  sup¬ 
ported  by  contributions  from 
alumni  and  the  publishers. 

While  "Ledge"  no  longer 
exists  on  the  computer  net¬ 
work  as  a  separate  entity,  an 
unidentified  student  has 
taken  the  alias  "Ledge",  and 
stories  can  still  be  mailed  to 
that  student. 

The  "Ledge”  staff  foresees 
no  further  problems  in  keep¬ 
ing  up  the  number  of  copies 
or  the  frequency  of  publica¬ 
tion  as  a  result  of  financial 
difficulties.  “Ledge"  now 
prints  300  copies  of  each 
issue,  but  may  increase  the 
number  of  copies  as  the 
demand  increases. 

"Ledge"  received  further 
attention  in  published  min¬ 
utes  from  the  March  2 1  Stu¬ 
dent  Life  Committee  meet¬ 
ing,  which  noted  that  Stu¬ 
dent  Affairs  Director  Bill 
Maniscalco  "sought  advice 
from  the  committee  concern¬ 
ing  the  student  underground 
newspaper  'Ledge'."  Manis¬ 
calco  has  been  a  frequent 
target  of  "Ledge"  satire. 

The  minutes  state  the 
committee  "cautioned  the 
administration  from  seeming

The  minutes 
also  stated  a  commitee 
member’s  opinion :  “The  pub¬ 
lication  will  die  out  (that 
seems  to  be  the  history  of  this 
type  of  publication)."  [Paren¬ 
thesis  as  per  SLC  minutes] 

In  response,  “BOB"  said,  “I 
found  those  to  sound  like 
fighting  words,  and  I’m  not 
really  looking  for  a  fight.  Not 
that  they  don't  deserve  one 
though."  He  also  said,  “We’re 
here  to  express  the  feelings  of 
the  students;  we're  not  just 
out  to  slash  the  administra¬ 
tion.” 

“BOB"  said  that  the  news¬ 
paper  started  out  “as  a  joke, 
just  to  have  fun.”  The  editors 
were  “hoping  that  it  would 
take  off  like  it  did,  and  now 
we  have  decided  that  it  is  no 
longer  just  for  fun,  it’s 
needed,"  continued  “BOB"  . 
“I  started  taking  myself  seri¬ 
ously  and  scared  the  hell  out 
of  myself."

“I  told  the  professor  even 
before  I  started  that  I  would 
win,”  said  sophomore  Jay 
Lehr,  on  receiving  the  out¬ 
standing  Sales  Presentation 
Award  in  his  Sales  Manage¬ 
ment  class.  Senior  Monique 
Saliga  and  sophomore  Jen¬ 
nifer  Johnston  also  received 
awards  for  play-acting  the 
best  sales  presentations  in 
their  respective  classes. 

All  of  the  winners  were 
enthusiastic  when  discuss¬ 
ing  their  projects.  A  good 
salesman  needs  “to  know 
what  the  people  expect  from 
you,"  said  Johnston.  “(Cus¬ 
tomers)  need  to  trust  you  and 
believe  in  you,  before  they 
can  trust  your  product.” 
Johnston’s  product  was  the 
clothing  line  “T.H.E.M.", 
which  she  presented  to  a 
potential  customer  in  a  store. 

“You  have  to  have  confi¬ 
dence  in  yourself,"  noted 
Lehr,  who  approached  a  res¬ 
taurant  owner  and  sold  him 
advertising  space  in  a  maga¬ 
zine.  “Smile,  be  enthusiastic, 
let  the  customer  know  that 
you  are  the  right  choice  and 
that  you  enjoy  what  you  are 


doing." 

Monique  Sallga’s  winning 
presentation  was  for  “After  6" 
formal  wear  for  executive 
businesswomen.  She  sug¬ 
gested  a  salesman  “know  the 
product  and  have  back¬ 
ground  information  on  your 
customer."  She  believes  the 
her  key  to  success  was  "mo¬ 
tivation  and  organization.” 

The  objectives  of  the  proj¬ 
ect,  according  to  Sales  Man¬ 
agement  professor  Musa 
Pinar,  were  to  “help  the  stu¬ 
dents  identify  the  potential 
sources  of  information  on 
sales  prospects,  develop  and 
prepare  a  good  and  effective 
sales  presentation,  and  gain 


experience  by  role  playing  the 
salespresentation."  Students 
spent  fall  semester  working 
on  the  project,  and  the  win¬ 
ners  received  certificates  from 
the  National  Center  for  Ex¬ 
perimental  Sales  Training. 

The  winners  were  chosen 
by  the  combined  scores  of 
evaluations  by  the  students 
in  the  class,  the  presenters 
themselves  and  the  instruc¬ 
tor.  All  of  the  presentations 
were  videotaped. 

“The  key  is  discipline,” 
says  Lehr.  “And,  discipline  is 
knowing  what  has  to  be  done, 
doing  what  has  to  be  done 
and  doing  it  when  it  has  to  be 
done." 


Lightning  strikes  WPUM

WPUM  90.5  FM.  SJC's  ra¬ 
dio  station,  returned  to  the 
air  Wednesday,  April  5,  after 
eight  days  of  unintended  si¬ 
lence. 

The  water  tower,  to  which 
the  station’s  antenna  Is  at¬ 
tached,  was  struck  by  light¬ 
ning  over  the  Easter  holiday, 
according  to  general  manager 
Brian  Simmons.  The  jolt  of 


lightning  surged  through  the 
station’s  13-year-old  trans¬ 
mitter  causing  enough  dam¬ 
age  that  WPUM  was  unable 
to  go  on  the  air  March  27. 

Originally,  Simmons 
thought  that  the  problem 
was  a  couple  of  faulty  tran¬ 
sistors.  He,  however,  is  not 
sure  now.  As  a  result,  WPUM 
sent  several  parts  of  the  trans¬ 
mitter  to  the  original  de¬ 
signer  to  have  them  repaired.
